$33.00 BOOK HAD FOR $3.25 


Our friend Jacobi, of Hamilton, 
Ont., purchased a copy of A. S. Dea- 
ville’s book on Postal Systems and 
Postage Stamps of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia, at auction a 
couple of years ago and paid $33.00 
for it. Imagine his surprise to find 
out that he could, and recently DID 
secure another copy by sending $3.25 
for book, plus postage, to the Provin- 
cia] Archives, Victoria, B.C., and ask- 
ing for Memoir VIII. 

We mention the above “as just one 
of those things”. Nor are we sug- 
gesting that a stampede be made on 
the Archives at Victoria with the 
thought that there are scores of 
them available. In 1928 just 500 
copies of the first edition were print- 
ed. Whether other editions were 
printed we do not know. Probably 
not. Of this number a portion likely 
would be reserved for government 
distribution, leaving a balance for 
public disposal that might be consid- 
ered as insufficient to go ’round 
students of British Columbia posts. 
at any rate a few years ago it was 
considered a buy at around $20.00. 

Now sixteen years after publication 
we find a west coast dealer 
months ago offering the 
$6.40, post free. And he sold a num- 


ber of them. Next Mr. Jacobi se- 
cures the item at $3.25 and postage. 


Of course the book was a govern- 
ment publication and commercializing 
of it not likely stressed. But the 
point that intrigues right now is to 
find it available when report a few 
years ago had it that even spare cop- 
ies were not available at Victoria. 

Which leads to the thought: Will 
some other scarce and high priced 
philatelic handbooks tumble in price? 
We think not in regards to the 
Howes’ and Jarrett handbooks—but 
reserve opinion on some asking prices 
on same over in England. We’ll an- 
swer that by suggesting that some 
holders here might be tempted to sell 
if only wartime regulations over 
there didn’t prohibit sending of mon- 
ey out of the country. So, to the 
English philatelist the buying of 
something that’s scarce in the home 
market sees him paying the price, 
or denying himself the purchase.

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Indian Art Portrayed on 10-Cent Stamp 


Those who inquire into the subject 
matter of their postage stamps will 
find much to intrigue their interest. 
Each country’s Post Office seems to 


have succeeded remarkably well in 
incorporating in their stamps picture 
stories distinctly indentified with 
their particular countries. Canada 
has not been backward in this re- 
spect. 

As is fitting, no story of Canada 
would be complete without reference 
to our native Indian races. Two 
Canada stamps of somewhat recent 
years have recognized the Indian. 
We refer to the 10c Mt. Hurd stamp 
of 1928-29 and the le U. E. L, 
stamp of 1934, which incorporate 
Indian studies in the side panels of 
the stamps. 

In the Mt. Hurd stamp will be 
found reproductions of totem poles 
and it is of these this article wishes 
to deal. In this respect the foreging 
is taken from “How Totem Poles Or- 
iginated” by Marius Barbeau, in 
Vol XLVI, No. 3, “Queen’s Quarter- 
ly”. Kingston, Ont., for the autumn 
of 1939, and kindly placed at our dis- 
postal. For brevity we have condens- 
ed largely from the original story. 

The author of the article states 
that contrary to an opinion that the 
native Indian art of making totem 
poles went back hundreds of years, 
it is instead but a development since 
the coming of the white man to the 
Pacfic coast within the past hundred 
years. He then goes on with his story 
to recount how a head-chief of the 
Lower Nass River named Sharp 
Teeth was wounded in pride when 
his wife deserted him for the favours 
of one Captain McNeil, a Hudson’s 
Bay Company fur trader, and went 
down the coast to live with him at 
Victoria. To wipe off the shame, in 
a farmiliar native way, Sharp Teeth 
staged a tribal feast. At it he sang 
a song to cast ridicule upon her and 
therein challenged her to send him a 
bottle of Old Tom (whiskey) for a 
handful of valuable picked Marten 
fur he was sending, feeling that 


under the circumstances she would 
be unable to reciprocate, for the 
only way for her to redeem her re- 
putation was to return a gift of still 


greater value. To the chief’s surprise 
she did. 





With the help of her new husband 
she sent Sharp Teeth a large Haida 
canoe carved from a huge cedar tree, 
decorated inside with the Bear, her 
own heraldic emblem. As the canoe 
was given ina feast to the chal- 
lenger, she had brought fresh humil- 
iation to him. Bent on discrediting 
her forever with her people he gat- 
tered all his wealth in pelts, copper 
shields, blankets and trade goods and 
at a big feast to which all neighbour- 
ing tribes were invited he lavished, 
presents on his guests and sang a 
taunting song in which he cut off 
all ties with his former wife and did 
his best to brand her as worthless. 

And thus had developed a feud that 
extended for years, much to the 
delight of outsiders, (natives enjoy- 
ing a good contest or fight equally 
as well as we more sedate white 
people). Also then as now, the 
majority stood on the side of which- 
ever winner the fortunes of the feud 
should develop, for the climax of 
each instance saw them as benefic- 
iaries at feasts and gift-making. 


But getting back to the stars in this 
drama, Capt. McdNeil’s native mistress 
smarted under Sharp Teeth’s latest insult. 
Her brother Niskinwaetk, with whom she 
shared leadership of the Wolf clan, had 
recently died, and she decided to erect in 
his memory a totem pole and thereby as- 
sume single-handed the leadership of the 
clan. The ibest carver of the Nass at the 
time—about 75 or 80 years ago—one Ovyai 
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was commissioned for the work. The task 
took about a year and resulted in a gor- 
geous memorial. The figures on the shaft, 
contrary to opinion, are not Indian divin- 
ities but simply heraldic symbols, which 
in this instance were developed from the 
Grizzly Bear, adopted by the tribe as its 
symbol. The development of the myth or 
story down through the generations 
provided subjects for figures represent- 
ative of semi-human Grizzlies—some with 
human faces and limbs, others with ani- 
ma! faces. In any event it was a gorgeous 
pole and long years after the events here 
narrated it found a resting place in the 
Trocadero Museum in Paris. 


Finally completed, Mrs. McNeil jour- 
neyed to the land of her people bringing 
much wealth and the totem pole with 
her and had it erected in memory of her 
brother in the midst of a great gathering. 
Henceforth, in the esteem of her people 
she assumed the rank of a high chief, on 
a par with her estranged husband who 
had lost power over her. 


However, the feud did not end there as 
regards reaction of her former husband. 
Mrs. MeNeil’s success ibut added fuel to 
the flames, much to the enjoyment and 
benefit of the spectators. But that is a 
story in itself. 

The foregoing has been related here be- 
cause it seems that from this instance de- 
veloped a period of creation in memorials 
which resulted in the erection of the 
finest and tallest totem poles to be found 
on the Northwest Coast. 

To continue, may we recount! in 
author’s own words: 

The three totem poles of the Grizzly- 
Bear, Fin-of-Killer-Whale, and the North- 
ern Eagle, carved in the course of the en- 
suing contest, by the totem pole carver 
Oyai of the Nass River Canyon, are typical 
of the best and tallest on the Pacific 
Coast. They belong to the short period— 
after the middle of the past century— 
when totems were erected among the 
Tsimsyans on the Nass and Skeena Rivers, 
the Haidas of the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
and the Tlingit of southern ‘Alaska. 

The carvers were not artists in our pres- 
ent acceptance of the term; they were not 
permitted to give free rein to their im- 
agination or fancy. They had little or 
nothing to do with the choice of the 
cedar tree they were to carve, nor the 
spot in the village where it was to be 
erected after it was carved, nor even the 
selection or the number of the figures 
they were hired to execute. They did not 
consider their art aesthetic but useful. 
Regulated iby custom, it fulfilled a social 
purpose and was an important vehicle of 
a system of heraldry which in a short 
time grew to abnormal proportions, 

A totem or badge on the Pacific Coast 
as a rule was inherited. Sometimes it had 
been conquered in warfare or received 
from the owners in compensation for a 
debt or in atonement for a crime. 

The figures or totems most commonly 
used were those of familiar animals; the 
Frog, the Killer-Whale, the Bear, the 
Owl, the Halibut and the Starfish. A num- 
ber of other themes, localized, were de- 


the 


rived from the fauna, the flora and the 
traditions of the country. 

There were carved house poles and 
totem poles proper, detached, that stood 
in front of the houses. Smaller poles with 
grave-boxes were also found among some 
of the tribes, mostly in the southern dis- 
tricts. Housefront paintings, carved 
houseposts and graveyard structure were 
more ancient than detached pòles. The 
detached totem poles as a fashion were 
fairly recent, the ancient sea captains, 
from Martinez and Cook (circa 1779 to 
1800), failed to see any of them, although 
they called at several Indian villages, in 
particular among the Haidas. The only 
known. record of detached carved pillars 
(communicated to the author by Mr. 
Diamond Jenness, who found it in Ingra- 
ham’s MS. “Journal of the Brig Hope”, 
1790-92, in a copy at the Provincial Arch- 
ives at Victoria, B.C.) is included in the 
following statement: “I went to view two 
detached pillars which were situated in 
the front of a village about a quarter of 
a mile distant Irom our vessell on the 
north shore; they were about 40 feet in 
height, carved in a very curious manner 
indeed, representing Men, Toads, etc., the 
whole of which I tho’t did great credit to 
the natural genius of these people. In one 
of the houses of this village the door was 
through the mouth of one of the before 
mentioned images. ...” 


A pole stood as many years as nature 
unaided would permit. Sometimes two or 
three poles belonged to the same family, 
but had been erected at different times as 
memorials to chiefs after their death, one 
eeneration apart from each other. They 
stood side by side, and were part of the 
village cluster. Some of the poles leaned 
to one side, ready to fall, sometimes sup- 
ported by props. It was not the custom 
to mend or transplant a pole, however 
precarious its condition. Once fallen, it 
was pushed aside, if it were in the way; 
it decayed gradually or was cut up and 
burned as firewood. 

The art of pole carving now belongs to 
the past. Not really ancient, it has covered 
altogether less than a hundred years, 
mostly from 1840 to 1880, with its apogee 
in the last phase, fram 1860 to 1880. For 
the Haidas and Niskae it came to an end 
about 1880. Elsewhere it actively survived 
until after 1900. 

Therefore it is a mistake to say that 
totem ‘poles are hundreds of years old. 
They could not be. A green tree, cut 
down, carved and planted without preser- 
vatives cannot stand very long, as it is 
highly perishable. A minute examination 
of each one of the totems on the upper 
Skeena has made it clear that the art of 
pole carving evolved out of humble be- 
ginnings mostly after 1840. In 只 short 
period of intensive development it passed 
through two or three phases or styles. 
Practically all the poles of the Haidas and 
the Tlingit as we Know them were carved 
between 1860 and 1880, at the time when 
the fur trade on the Northwest Coast and 
at Victoria was at its height and native 
ambition had not vet given way to miss-

ionary work, mostly after 1880. 

It is possible that the custom of erect- 
ing detached poles as memorial columns 
to the dead originated among the Tsims- 
van of the lower Nass River, close to the 
present Alaskan frontier on the coast. But 
if it is more ancient there than else- 
where, it does not date back very far. The 
old people have heard of the time when 
two out of three Tsimsyan nations had no 
totem poles. One of these nations along 
the coast in fact never quite adopted the 
custom, as it passed under the (banner of 
Christianity about 1850, a decade or so 
before totem poles became the fashion in 
the north. 

Thus we find in totem pole carving a 
form of Indian handicrafts, partly based 
upon ancient traditions, intensely stimu- 
lated iby occassional contacts with white 
traders and seamen and the improved 
tools they introduced in the course of the 
barter for furs. The art rapidly developed 
to its highest point, spread to a few 
neighbouring natives, then died out as 
soon as the missionairies succeeded in 
their efforts to introduce Christianity on 
the Pacific Coast, and to cast discredit 
upon the arts and customs of the Indians.

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KINGSTON “CITY BUILDING”

= Stamp collectors usually have a 
casual interest in post offices. The 


subject of this sketch - the Kingston 
“City Building” - has several featur- 
es of unusual reer First, it con- 
tained the Kingston Post Office from 
1845 till 1857, and an examination of 
the illustration accompanying ' this 
story will reveal that it is a building 
of unusual architecture and proport- 
ions. Secondly, and as a matter of 
historic interest, it reflects an almost 
forgotten page of Canadian history 
of a century ago. 

The building was conceived in 1841, 
financed by English capital, complet- 
ed in 1844, and officially dedicated 
by a “Great Public Dinner” held 
November 28rd, 1844. 


The “Kingston Whig-Standard” 
for August 29th, 1944, carried a 
picture of the building accompanied 


by a feature article which stated that 


the century-old structure was “de- 
signed to house the Parliament of 
Upper Canada”. This t!atter state- 


ment somewhat startled me and my 
resultant curiosity produced these 
notes. 

“The Union Act” passed in 1841 
following the famous Lord Durham’s 
Report united the provinces of Upper 
and Lower Canada. The seat of 
government remained to be chosen 
and Kingstion was among those 
places favoured for the honour. Lord 
Sydenham, who was chosen Govern- 
or-General was partial to Kingston 
and had his untimely death not oc- 
curred in 1841 it might well be that 
“The Limestone City” would now be 
the Capital of Canada. 

Probably with the thought of in- 
fluencing the powers that be, the 
City Fathers of Kingston erected the 
“City Building” described soon after 
as “the finest edifice of the kind on 
the continent of America’. On its 
completion it was offered for use, 
gratuitously, for government and 
parliamentary purposes, but the offer 
was declined and the seat of govern- 
ment moved to Montreal, though 
from 1841 to 1844 Kingston was a 
sort of temporary capital. 

The building was much larger than 
need be for strictly municipal pur- 


JAMIESON 


poses so various sections of the 
building were rented, one of which 
was used for a Post Office. 

Part of your Postal History col- 
lection will include stampless covers 
addressed to The Crown Lands 
Office, Kingston, Ontario. I have one 
dated 1841 and another 1842. Ap- 
parently this was the temporary loc- 
ation of this important office while 
the location of Canada’s Capital was 
in a state of flux. Later you will 
find stampless covers addressed to 
the Crown ‘Lands Office at both 
Montreal and Quebec although mail- 
ed from Ontario. 

The present Kingston city Post 
Office was built in 1857. It is an old 
looking building, in fact older look- 
ing than the “City Building”. 

Kingston was originally known as 
Cataraqui. During the American rev- 
olutionary period it was an outpost 
of British headquarters then station- 
ed at Carleton Island. Soldiers were 
quartered in the ruins of old Fort 
Frontenac. There is evidence of the 
receipt of communications, both of- 
ficial and private, by soldiers and 
refugees at Cataraqui orior to its 
formal settlement which took place 
in 1784. Carleton Island was the 
transfer point for all despatches and 
mail from Montreal and Quebee go- 
ing to the more distant outposts at 
Oswego, Niagara and Detroit. 

Prior to its present location the 


following is a thumbnail sketch of 
the Kingston Post Office:— 
1789 to 1800—Robert Macaulay, 


merchant (postmaster)—mail hand- 
led at his store on Ontario Street, 
Opposite Fire Hall. 

1800 to 1813—Thomas Deacon, at- 
tached to Commissariat Department 
(postmaster)—location of office not 
certain but possibly at Department 
office. 

1813 to 1886—Honourable John 
Macaulay, merchant (postmaster)— 
office located at his store and resid- 
ence (now offices of James Richard- 
son Limited, Grain Merchants) at 


corner of Ontario and Princess 
Streets. 
1837 to 1880—Postmaster, Robert 


Deacon, son of Thomas Deacon, sec- 
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ond postmaster. Office in stone build- 
ing now Nos. 43-45 Princess Street, 
previous to removal to City Buidling 
in 1845, then later to new and pre- 
sent Office following its erection in 
1857.

1. There is (as. reported by the 
CRS) a beautiful re-entry on the 
50c First Issue Bill Stamp, Marks 
B14, This stamp is completely doub- 
led throughout the entire design. —

ment Relief stamp, turns Up roulett- 
ed. This is a previously unreported 
item. 

5. F/Sgt. Bill Nye reports from 
Sidney, B.C. his owernship of the 
War Tax set, WT7—18, overprinted 
SAMPLE, and asks, “Are these 
rare?” Well, Bill...your namesake 
would like to see them for the sake 
of the record, but you can bet your 
postwar bonus that they aren’t com- 
mon. Any time you’d care to dispose 
of them, Ole Bill will make you an 
offer ... and he’ll guarantee there are 
a dozen other revenewsboys who 
would enter the bidding, too! 

6. It turns out that there are two 
varieties of the Sask. Telephone 
franks, Marks #s T391-2. The com- 
moner type appears on yellowish, un- 
watermarked paper, while the rare 
type comes on a thick, white, water- 
marked bond. Many differences in 
the die. 


These are just a few of the help- 
ful hints passed along by our hinter- 
land correspondents. 

On the debit side of the ledger 
we have still to win verification for 
many other missing Marks numbers. 
For instance, SC10, SC14, WM53 and 
WM81. By analogy, Ole Bill is now 
willing to concede (grudgingly) that 
G30 may exist. But he has inspected 
many alleged copies of E10, and 
found every last one to be a purple 
control. E10 seems to be a fiction. 
This is also, of course, true of those 
ridiculous monstrosities, Ella, Elda, 
E22a, and E25a...“thick, soft paper” 
being the normal paper for stamps of 
this issue. If any premium attaches 
to some of these items, it should be 
to the very thin paper on which cer- 
tain late dull blue controls were used.

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WANTED: WOODEN INDIANS 


Attached you will find a clipping 
from the Detroit Free Press of recent 
date concerning Wooden Indians, 
writes Mr. Charles L. Brisley, of De- 
troit, Mich. 

“This article,” he says, “brought to 
my mind the difficulty us Canadian 
collectors have when we examine 
Fred Jarrett’s book and xet to those 
small three (3) cents issue of 1870 
and so on. He mentions Indian Red 
for the very first issue. I have dis- 
cussed this color subject with many 
Canada Collectors and they seem to 
be in the dark as to what Indian Red 
looks like. 

“The thought occurred to me after 
reading this article, that we should 
start out and secure one of these In- 
dians referred to, maybe we will be 
able to agree upon the kind of red 
that was used by the Indians and the 
Post Office Department back in 1870. 

“How about it Mr. Jarrett?” 

Editor’s Note:—The article ment- 
ioned above refers to one Miller 
Freeman, a Bellevue, Wash., publish- 
er who fought the Indians back in 
1884 on the Yakima Valley Reser- 
vation in Washington State, and who 
says he is pressing a vigoorus cam- 
paign to restore the wooden Indian 
to the sidewalks of America. A soci- 
ety for the purpose sets qualification 
for membership as possession of a 
bona fide wooden Indian. Incidently 
one of these pieces is valued at about 
$150.

VICTORY LOAN: 
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CANADA STAMPLESS COVER 
MARKINGS 


By Frank W. Campbell, 
Rte. 5, Royal Oak, Mich. 


Canada covers before stamps were 
used are generally folded letters, be- 
cause envelopes were not in general 
use before 1850. 


The marks illustrated were on 
large packages of deeds to a registry 
office. The style was adopted on a 
large order of markers in 1829, and 
is really the first universal style in 
Canada markngs—Quebee only hav- 
ing the date in movable type. 


Three cities later inserted type to 
facilitate cancelling—St. Thomas, 
Brantford, Sandwich hayng used type 
for a short period, then reverted to 
pen-work dates. 


Oxford postoffice was opened in 
1822, with a son of Ingersoll’s found- 
er as postmaster. Laura Secord, the 
1812 war heroine was a daughter of 
this postmaster. Oxford was changed 
to Ingersoll] in 1852 in an old post- 
office circular of which I have a 
photostat. A larger Oxford postmark 
with type dater was used after above 
type was discarded. 

St. Catherines was named after 
Catherine, daughter of Jas. Askin, of 
-= Detroit, whose husband donated a 
few acres of 500 he owned to build a 
chapel in 1792. The postoffice was 
founded in 1820. At times an “A” ap- 
pears in spelling of later marks than 
above—this arising from another 
Catharine who is claimed to be the 
name sponsor of the city. 

An 1819 straight line postmark is 
noted by one collector, which does 
not fit the opening date given above, 
but about that period postoffice open- 
ings seemed to be a rather casual af- 
fair and a few years difference in 


reported dates are accepted practice. 

In the 1850 period a post office 
named St. Catherines existed in Low- 
er Canada, and in lists it was often 
called “east” while the Upper Canada 
city would be called “west”. After 
1867 this designation was inserted in 
the postmark as “St. Catherines- 
West, Ont., for example. 

I am willing to buy or borrow old 
almanacs, atlases, gazeteers, or post- 
office lists, to help check on Canada 
postal history. I also have photostats 
of some lists to trade, or furnish at 
cost if desired. 


RELATIVE TO NEW STAMPS 


In view of some speculation being 
rife regarding a Canadian Victory 
postal set the Post Office Depart- 
ment has made no definite statement 
regarding such other than that it is 
expected that the present stamps 
will be superseded about six months 
or so after the cessation of hostilit- 
ies. Naturally the present war-time 
set will be out of date when the war 
is over, thus a new set will be in 
order. As to any special stamps or 
set of stamps to mark Victory being 
in view, we have yet to be informed.

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“MONEY LETTERS” 

If the story of Canadian stamps 
were based entirely on fact it would 
be a simple matter to set down the 
official record of everything worth 
knowing, write “Period” at the end, 
and fold up the stamp magazines as 
far as Canada was concerned. Hap- 
pily it is far from being that simple. 
Which leads me again to the subject 
of “Money Letters”. Just to keep the 
record straight let’s backwater a 
bit. In “Stamps” for May 20th in 
Pollock’s “Canada Corner” he states 
in reviewing a brochure of Wilfred 
M. Sprung of Ottawa:— 

1. That Sprung said a letter mark- 
ed “Money Letter” did not mean 
that the letter contained money. 

2. That the marking was used to 
escape the “Registration” fee while 
at the same time ensuring careful 
and prompt handling. 

My notes in “Popular Stamps” for 
June were meant to make three main 
assertions :— 

1. That Sprung had been misquoted 
by Pollock (a fact). 

2. That the mark “Money Letter” 
(which was in use years before “Reg- 
istration” came into effect) could 
not have been used to escape the 
registration fee (a fact). 

3. That. the mark “Money Letter” 
might have been used to indicate 
that since the letter contained money 
it did not require postage if it was 
a remiittance to or from a bank or 
postoffice (a theory). 

In “Stamps” of August 5th Pollock 
deals at some length again with the 
“Money Letter” mark. 

As to my three numbered proposit- 
ions above J may say:— 

1. No reference is made to the 
mis-quote on Sprung. 

2. Various opinions are put for- 
ward as to “Registration” being in 
force before 1855. It has been well 
said that a fact is a fact and no 
amount of argumet can alter a fact. 
Howes states that the provision for 
“establishing a system of registering 
of letters” was made in 1850. This is 
found in “The Post Office Act” pas- 
sed in 1850 which came into force 
April 6th, 1851. There could not pos- 
sibly have been any registration be- 
fore the latter date. William Smiith 
is his “History of the Post Office of 
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B.N.A.” states that the authority 
was first exercised in 1855. Smith 
was a lifelong employee of the Can- 
adian Post Office Department and I 
think his statement should be taken 
without question. 

3. I still say that my theory is 
sensible and until it is controveretd 
by something more than theory I am 
going to hold to it. Pollock winds up 
with this question:—“If the marking 
“Money Letters” did not identify 
money letters, then may I ask, how 
were money letters identified?” This 
seems to me like one of those “straw 
men” questions—just set up to be 
knocked down. As far as [E am con- 
cerned the answer is patently simple. 
If the person mailing a letter con- 
taining money wished it identified it 
was marked “Money Letter”. Pollock 
suggests an additional and  subver- 
Sive (and in my opinion mistaken) 
usage, namely, that of defeating the 
Post Office of its “Registration” 
fee.—R. A. Jamieson. 


In 1874 parcel post in Canada was 
limited to 4 pounds and went for 24 
cents a pound, but any writing short 
of definite personal letters could be 
included. This was especially desirab- 
le for sending school reports, voters’ 
lists, shipping manifests, etc., at par- 
cel post rates. 


LATE NOTE FROM PHIL ATTS 


Collectors are already hustling 
round to see what they can do about 
the 1942 Three cent red coil. It has 
suddenly disappeared from the Phil- 
atelic Agency list. And speaking of 
the Agency I hear there is talk 
(again) about an Air Mail booklet. 
This should be a popular item. Due 
to wartime probably some other pro- 
jects have been shelved but an Air 
Mail booklet is almost a necessity.
